That means 
manufacturers have to buy their 
parts in Canada if they want the 
rebate. ‘Therefore, motor car 
manufacturers, half the cost of 
making whose cars is not in- 
curred in Canada, have been 
scurrying about to find parts 
makers in this country to supply 
their needs. 

There is another very important 
inducement for the Canadian man- 
ufacturer to increase the Canadian 
content of his car—namely, the 
system of imperial preferences 
which has become a fixed princi- 
pal in imperial policiés. By this 
is meant that the countries com- 
posing the British Empire admit 
goods from the other parts of the 
empire at a lesser rate or duty 
than that imposed on foreign ar- 
ticles. Britain will not give the 
preference unless 25 per cent. of 
the value of the car is accounted 
for in Canada, while New Zealand 
requires 50 per cent. 

It will be seen, therefore, 
not only the Canadian 
policy but the empire pol- 
icy of preferences produce the 
same result.

O far as the “rumorian” is concerned, in the automotive 
industry, Ignatius Donnelly must have had him in mind 

| when he wrote of “another of those luminous intellects 
| (whose existence is a source of perpetual perplexity to those 
lw ho reverence God).”

Figures collected from various government depart- 
‘ments show that the automobile, through its owners, paid 
$564,805,763 in special taxes to Federal and“state govern- 
ments in 1926, not including personal property taxes on auto- 
mobiles in the several states. Registration fees totaled $288,- 
282,352; gasoline tax, $187,603,231; internal revenue excise, 
$88,920,180. 

Revenues from registration fees and from gasoline 
taxes are expected to be higher in 1927 than in 1926; 
excise tax total will be smaller, because the lowered 
rate will be operative through the year, instead of only 
a part of it, as in 1926. 

Estimates by the United States Bureau of Public 
Roads place the total spent for construction and main- 
tenance of rural highways in 1926 at $1,030,286,948. 
State highway departments spent $598,590,948 and 
local authorities spent $431,696,000. In the states, 
$137,075,548 went for maintenance and the balance for 
construction. 

In 1927 road expenditures are estimated at $1,123,607,- 
055 for building 26,841 miles and maintaining 239,847 miles. 
The automobile is paying for what its operators receive in 
the way of better roads, since taxes equal or exceed the 
amount spent for road maintenance. 

All but-four states collect a gasoline tax. Automobilists 
used 7,883,938,560 gallons of gasoline in 1926, at an average 
tax of 2.38c. per gallon. Untaxed gasoline used totaled 
1,905,000,000 gallons. 

Five states collected more than $10,000,000 in 1926 net 
gasoline tax receipts. They were, in order, California, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Florida and Michigan. The latter netted 
$10,081,776, with California at $16,502,123. All five im- 
posed a 2-cent tax except Florida, where the rate was 4 cents. 
The four states in which no gasoline tax is collected were 
Illinois, Massachusetts, New Jersey and New York. 

Yes, the automobile pays its way—and pays handsomely, 
too.

Generally speaking, Michigan stands well at the top of 
the list in revenues. She was third in registration revenues 
and sixth in registrations. Michigan motor vehicles regis- 
tered in 1926 totaled 1,118,785, and receipts from their reg- 
istrations amounted to $16,953,685. Only seven states 
showed registrations of more than a million vehicles.

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NEW CAR SALES 
SLOW IN UTAH 


Total of 797 in March 
Below Year Ago, but 
Ahead of February 


By F. W. BENNETT 
Salt Lake City, April 9.—New 

car registrations in Utah for 
March showed a gain over Feb- 
ruary, but slumped badly com- 
pared with March, 1926. The 
Statistics are as follows: March, 
1927, 797 new car registrations: 
February, 582 new car recistra- 
tions; March of 1926, 1.360 new 
car registrations. Indications sare 
that business will increase ma- 
terially in April. The first two 
or three days of this month have 
secn many registrations. 

The used car market is not at 
all encouraging. It is improving 
a little over the past four or five 
months, the slowest period of the 
year for used cars in Utah, but no 
one reports sales as heavy as they 
were at this time in 1926. - 

Just now cash sales in the new 
car business are a little heavier in 
the country districts than in Salt 
Lake City. There appears to be no 
particular reason for this. Collec- 
tions are reported as a little slower 
than they were a year ago. 

The industrial outlook was never 
better than now. Heavy crops are 
assured the farmers as a result of 
the abundance of moisture in the 
watersheds of the Wasatch Moun- 
tains. Industries of the state gen- 
erally are flourishing, and 1927 
should go down in Utah history as 
one of the best industrial years 
since the founding of the state.

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Confiscation Without Equity 
A STRONG stand on the confiscation of motor vehicle 

captured in the transportation of liquor, without due 
protection of the rights of innocent holders of liens on such 
vehicles.”

Vicious as the Volstead act has proved itself to be, it 

did not ‘“‘go the whole hog” of villainy that its friends and 
admirers desired of it. It had the grace to attempt to protect 
the innocent holders of liens on cars captured while carrying 
liquor. It specifically provides for the protection of those 
holding a mortgage or lien against seized cars, provided they 
can prove their innocence of participation in or knowledge 
of the unlawful uses to which the car or other vehicle has 
been put. This is simple equity. 

Unfortunately, there has been so much hypocrisy 
and fanaticism in connect’on with the administration 
of the Volstead act that the plain provisions of the 
statute have been and are being ignored in many states 
and communities. One method by which admini:trators 
get around the evident intention of the law is by claim- 
ing lack of innocence on the part of lien holders. In a 
dry-voting community a judge or other public official 
can curry favor with his constituents by extra-severe 
treatment of lien holders when the question of motor 
vehicle confiscation comes up. Judges have announced 
from the bench that they will ho'd automobile dealers 


responsible for a knowledge of the business activities of 
their buyers. 


A second and even slimier method of handling confisca- 
tions has been found in the invocation of an act of 1859 
passed with the intention of enabling government official: 
to check the bootlegging of whisky to the Indians. This lav 
provides for confiscation of any vehicle found carrying liquor 
illegally and does not provide any protection to lien holders. 
innocent or otherwise. In many sections of the country 
this old law is being used to enable confiscation of motor 
cars and trucks, regardless of the interests of dealers or 
finance companies, regardless of innocence or guilt or any 
other factor of obvious equity. 

If the prohibition faction has its way, every automobile 
dealer in the country will have to support a detective bureau 
to investigate the business and behavior of any prospective 
customer who enters his place of business. Most dealers find | 
the normal overhead in their businesses already quite hich 
enough. If they are forced to maintain investigation | 
bureaus to report every prospect before he can be made | 
an actual buyer, they might as well go out of business now. 

It is rather 
ing anybody in anything, but in this present case it does 
provide protection for innocent investors. It is the plain 
duty of the automobile industry to fight against confiscation | 
proceedings that may be within the written law but are} 
certainly outside any possible understanding of eq ulty. | 
Unless we do fight, 
business seriously crippled in many sections of the country. 

If it were necessary to pass a new law to relieve 
automobile industry of this burden of unfair confiscation, | 
the case would probably be hopeless for the time being. 
Happily all that we have to ask is that the prohibition ad- 
herents shall stand by their own sacred Koran eas written 
by St. Andrew of Volstead. Let them take a dose of their 
ov'n medicine for a change.

States Passing Laws

New York, April 9.—Several 
state Legislatures have shown 
great interest this year in pro- 
tecting and reputable 
oil dealers against frauds in the 


motorists 


sale of automobile oils, accord- 

ing to a report issued today by 

the American Fair Trade As- 
sociation, 


sills making it a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, to sell to a motor- 
ist without his knowledge an oil 
different from the oil he orders, 
have been introduced in nine states 
and have become laws in some. 
These states are: Connecticut, New 
Jersey, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Indiana, Michigan, Mon- 
tana, California and Washington 
The New York state Legislature 
enacted a law against fraudulent 
oil substitution in 1926. 

As the result of consultation 
with automobile club officials, 
state sealers of weights and meas- 
ures, and leading oil manufac- 
turers and service station pro- 
prietors, the American Fair 
Trade Association has drafted a 
“model statute” against fraud- 
ulent oil sales and distributed 
copies to leading automobilc 
clubs throughout the country. 
This forms the basis of several 
anti-substitution bills now pend- 
ing.

Automotive Plants in 
North Albany Section 
Boost Output

OHOES, N. Y., April 9.— 

An era of expansion and 
increased activity in the man- 
ufacturing of all lines of au- 
tomobile products has been 
started in the north Albany 
district, a few miles south of 
this city, and has enabled 
manfacturing firms in some 
instances to double and al- 
most triple their previous 


production records. 

In the North Albany zone at this 
time there are two firms engaged 
in the manufacture of bus bodies, 
one producing bumpers and parts, 
and six plants turning out iron and 
steel products.

These concerns have just 
about donbled output since start- 
ing operations a few years ago 
and capacity schedules are now 
being observed by all. 

The Versare Corporation has 
been running overtime turning out 
aluminum passenger bus bodies 
with orders to be filled which will 
necessitate top-notch production 
for some time. 

The Springfield Body Corpora- 
tion has enlarged its working force 
te care for increased business de- 
mands for spring delivery. Ex- 
pansion of the Cox Brass Manu- 
facturing Corporation has allowed 
the firm to greatly increase pro- 
duction. 

The International Mack Motors 
Corporation has nearly completed 
construction of a mammoth fac- 
tory building in the North A!bany 
section which will allow the firm 
about 56,000 square feet of space. 
The company opened its branch in 
‘1914 on Bradford Street, but in- 
creasing business demands necessi- 
tated the erection of the new strue- 
ture. About fifty mechanics will 
be employed when the new factory 
in operation, according to an 
official of the firm.
